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There was an ingenious per- 
ſon that objected, there might be 
2 greatfallacy in this experiment, 
and there ought not ro be any 
ſtreſs put upqn this to ConviEt the 
Parties, for the Children mighe 
counterfeit this their Diſtemper, 
and perceiving what was done 
to them, they might in ſuch man. 
ner ſuddenly alter the motion and 
geſture of their Bodies, on pur. 
poſe to induce perſons to believe 
that they were not natural, but 
wrought ſtrangely by the touch 
of the Priſoners. 

. Wherefore to avoid this ſcruple 
it was privatly deſired by the 
Judge, - that the Lord Cornwallss, 
Sir Edmund Bacon, and Mr. Serje.. 
ant Keeling, and ſome'other Gen-

by no benefit or advantage could 
redound to any of the Parties, but 
a guilcy Conſcience for Perjuring
